Order  No.  59,  Supplementary  (1949). 

THE  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby 
orders : — 

1.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  male 
employee  in  the  mercantile  industry  employed 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  1  of  the 
“  Hours  of  Work  Act  ”  regulation,  dated  the 
26th  day  of  October,  1949,  shall  be  one  and 
one-half  (IV2)  times  his  regular  rate  of  pay 
for  all  time  worked  in  excess  of  eight  (8) 
hours  on  December  22nd  and  December  23rd, 
1949. 

2.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  male 
employee  in  the  mercantile  industry  employed 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  2  of  the 
“  Hours  of  Work  Act  ”  regulation,  dated  the 
26th  day  of  October,  1949,  shall  be  one  and 
one-half  (IV2)  times  his  regular  rate  of  pay 
for  all  time  worked  in  excess  of  eight  (8) 
hours  on  December  23rd,  1949. 

3.  That  during  the  period  from  the  5th  day 
of  December  to  the  31st  day  of  December,  1949 
(both  dates  inclusive),  the  minimum  wage  for 
male  temporary  employees  of  any  age  in  the 
mercantile  industry  shall  be  forty-five  cents 
(45c)  per  hour.
